Now, 
if that editor had violated 


any of the laws, it was the duty of 
the citizens to arraign the man, try 
him before the court of justice and 
apply the rule as it is laid down in 
the laws of the land—for all men 
stand before the court as innocent 
until proven guilty. But the reason 
that a negro is murdered in those 
Southern states is because he has no 
recognition 
in the courts of the 


South. 
But the white man that be- 


lieves in the application of a Republi- 
can form of government stands a bet- 
ter chance, for there is no duubt.in 
my mind that if mobs would rise ^up 
against the people and murder and 
butcher innocent white people the 
government of the United States 
would be found taking a hand, using 
such force as would be sufficient to 
protect the homes of our citizens. 
The life of a citizen, in a general 
sense, is in the hands of tbe Presi- 
dent of the United States, and from 
the sentiment voiced through our 
present administration we have no 
power to act under federal authority, 
even though they shoot down negroes 
at will and banish white men from 
these states. And it doesn't seem to 
me that the power of this government 
is not retrograding. 
Why, some fifty 


or sixty years ago Andrew Jackson, 
as President of the 
United States, 


sent a message to John C. Calhoun, 
of South Carolina. 
Jle hadn't com- 


mitted any overt act, but he just 
simply talked, and Jackson 
notified 


him if he didn't stop his treasonable 
utterances he would hang him on 
the tallest pine tree in the state of 
South Carolina. 


Now, a few months ago we raised 


and equipped an army and sent it 
into a foreign land. And what was 
our watchword? Not to require ter- 
ritory, not to gather gold at the ex- 
pense of somebody else, but it was to 
establish justice and humanity as 
against the lawlessness of Spain and 
her inhuman butcheries.

to do that we added to the death-roll

President Gu- 
tierrez has given way to General Re- 
galado, who has formed a provisional 
government 
The changes are con- 


strued by some of them as a death 
blow to the newly formed republic, 
known as the United States of Central 
America, composed of Salvador, Nic- 
aragua and Honduras, one of whose 
main purposes was to provide a joint 
military 
force for common 
defense 


against uprisings, but other diplomats 
take just the reverse view. 


A gentleman sustaining an official 


relation to the government ol Nicara- 
gua, who is here in connection with 
canal affairs, said that the deposition 
of President Gutierrez by General Re- 
galado appeared to be established be- 
yond doubt. In the judgement of this 
official the change would be rather fa- 
vorable to the Central American union 
than otherwise, for the reason that 
General Regalado was known to be a 
sincere friend of the union, whereas 
President Gutierrez was regarded as a 
secret foe to the alliance. 


Members of President Iglesias' party, 


on the other hand, construe the result 
of the Salvadorian uprising as a death 
blow to the Central American union. 
One of the chief oflicials of the party 
said the union was designed for tho 
sole purpose of keeping in power tho 
thvee rulers of the states entring the 
union, namely, Zelaya of Nicaragua, 
Bonilla of Honduras, nnd Gutierrez of 
Salvador. 
This otllcial said ho under- 


stood that In tho uprising General Re- 
galado, who led the movement, had on 
his flags words signifying his purpose 
to oppose the union and to demand the 
separate sovereignty of Salvador.
